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Shall the Republican Party be Sold Out ?
Jopar Lupvow and his partisans seem deter-
mined to forestall matters, and to ocoupy the
fiold at all hazards. The old call is repub.
lished, together with a new one, and a meet-
ing of his followers is to be held on Monday
next to formally put him on the track. We
have 1o doubt that mauy of the signers of that
old eall would now refuge to sanction the move-
ment, and in any ocase would mot support
Judge Ludlow as ageinit the regular nominee
of the Republican party. The politioal sita-
ation, as it has developed itself during the last
fow months, and is now taking shape, proves
daily the imperious necessity that rests upon
all true Republioans to stand shonlder to
ghoulder, aud 80 keep up the dlscipline

and morals of the party. Public sgen-
timent has changed since the call
wpon Judge Ludlow was first issued.

Many Republicans who at that time felt dis-
posed to support him as an independent candi-
date, are now satisfied that it would be alto-
gether nnwise to do so. The bitter, unprinci-
pled, disgraceful personal warfare which is being
waged upon Judge Williams, the Republican
nominee for the Supreme Bench, by the organs of
the Demacratic party, has forfeited all claims
upon the generosity of the Republican party
which Judge Ludlow or any other Democrat could
have. Torgery, fraud, inuendo, personal de-

traction, are the wespons which the Democrats
are using to strike down one of the purest and
ablest men in this State; and yet these same

men turn round and ask Republicans to sup-

port an open and svowed Demoorat like

Judge tLudlow! We consider this whole

movement, with all due respect to many esti-

mable gentlemen who have been drawn into

it, 8 nothing more nor less than a device of
the Democratic leaders to secure the election
of one of their own partisans by the aid of
Republican votes, It is also caleulated to
assist the Democrats in their canvass for Judge
Sharswoofl. They are trying the non-partisan
dodge in his case, and the Ludlow movement
iz te play into their hands by strengthening
that sentiment among Republicans. The
whole thing is, at the bottom, a device of tha
enemy; and we warn the Republican masses
to beware of it. We have the party strength
in this city, with the right kind of & nomina-
tion, to elect a good sound Republican. Why
not do itt Why give to she Democrats an
official position of great power and influence?

Has the time for maintaining the Republican
organization gone by ! Look at the tre-
mendous national contest which is looming
up before us, and say if, as Republicans, we
have any right to fritter away our strength
and impair the integrity and working power
of our organization? We gay it, and say it
emphatically, that we wounld rather have men
who at this day can support the Democratic
party in any other afficial position than onthe beneh.
In no other place can they do the country
and the cause of liberty and good government
guch irreparable injury.

Aund gince Judge Ludlow ia to be forced
ppon Republicans as a candidate worthy of
their support, let us ask what use did he make
of his official position and influence during our
late great national struggle ¥ What did he do
for the Government and for the Union then?
Where were his sympathies ! Let our readers
go back and study his record made in the
Boileau case, and ask themselves if such a
rocord is one that ought to be indorsed by Re-
publicans. If Republican support is to be
claimed for this man, we want it should be
bestowed intelligently.

The duty of the Republican Convention
whioh is soon to assemble is plain, and that is
to give us a good, sound, able Republican ¢an-
didate,—~not & mere figurehead or wooden
man set up to be knocked down, and to play
into the hands of Judge Ludlow, but a
nominee that shall command the respect and
support of the party. Such a man can be
trinumphantly elected, and his nomination will
add strength to the entire Republioan ticket.

Yeareepay, for the first m tha diplomatio
rolations between the Amerioan Usion and the
Bublime Porte were completed, by the pre-
sentation of M. Blacque, the Turkish Eavoy, to
the President of the United States. As the
apeoches delivered on every suoh formal ocoa-
sion are, by etiguotts, prepared beforehand
and read in manascript, we must give the
pow Minister oredit for a vein of dry humor
seldom expected in an Ottoman Turk, The
spoech of M. Blaoque was & model in its way,
and its way is a remarkable one. In baginning
he labors under the awkward dilemua of hav-
ing to explain why, for thirty years, the cour-
tesy shown by the United States in sending
an ambassador to Censtantinople had never
until now besn reciprooated. It would never
do, of course, to confess the truth, and acknow-
ledge that the recest accrediting of the Greek
Envoy Extraordinasy was the occasion of the
gluggish mind of #he Sultan determining to
honor us with a representative; that the fear
of the influence of the United Btates being
given in favor of Cretan freedom was the pri-
mary motive for this sudden determination.
So, being unable to satisfactorily explain why
it is, M. Blacque contents himself by saying
that:—

“Tne idea of being represonted near the head
of the American Unlion, and of establishin

with bim more direot relatlons, is not of recon

origin in the mind of the Sultan, This idea
occurred to him at the time he ascended Lthe
throne, Clreumstances nlone have thus far
prevented bim from putting it into exeoution,
and thereby giviog 0 a nation of whom he 18
equally the friend and admirer, the sinoereat
evidence of his sympathien

This is certainly very gratifying, and can
only be explained by the theory that the
Turkish Cabinet, like other great bodlies,
moves slowly.

The desirs, however, to conciliate the Ameri-
can people leads the Envoy to go yet
further, and institute a comparison be-
tween Turkey and the United States. He tells
us news when we find that he traces a striking
resemblance. To be sure, we are a republic,
with the most liberal views, enlightened policy,
and demooratic notions; and Turkey is an ab-
solute despotism, contracted and intolerant in
its dogmas, stagnant in progress, and intenssly
autocratic. We are a rising people, daily ex-
panding. Turkey has been standing still, or
rather decaying, for over four centuries, All
the interests, habits, life, and morals of the
two people are unlike; vet, with all thege
trifling differences, M. Blacque depiots points
of resemblance. He says:—

“Although separated by distances which, a
few years alnoe, could searcely ba measured or
overcome, our two natlons have more than
one canse for mutual esteem. RBolh conguerors,
each bhas followed in 1ts conquess the Lrack
traced for it by the manners and Instinets of
its epoch; oue conquering by the force of arms,
the other chiefly by the arts of peace. There is
stlil one remarkable clreumstance — perhaps
not yet suificlently understood in this guarter
of the world, where, however, %o much
Is known, namely—that these two nations diger
but slightly in the prineiples on which their gocial
organization is based, While, on the other
band, the extent of ocesn which separates and
divides them seems destined to keep them
strangers to each other, on the other the demo-
eralic offinities of their institutions tend (o draw
them to one another,”

If we had any doubt before that when know-
ledge comes wisdom lingers, it would now be
get at rest. Turkey, like the United States, a
conquerer!  Turkey demooratic! Turkey
with a similar social organization to ours!
Why, we had labored under the delusion that
Turkey had conquered nothing since the days
of Solyman the Magnificent. We have mis-
read history if the record of the Turkish
Empire shows anything but defeat since the
battle of Vienna, in 1683. Yet still, * both
are conquerers I'' Certainly the analogy is
rather far-fetohed.

We perfeotly agree with M. Blacgne, that
“there is one remarkable circumstamce not
sufficiently understood in this quarter of the
world,” and that is that Turkey and the
United Btates “‘differ but slightly in the prin-
ciples on which their gocial organization is
based.” This is news; and as Mr. Seward tells
M. Blacque that “he is intimately acquainted
with the people of the United States,’” we
must take it for granted that we are Turks.
We are afraid M, Blacque's ideas of our moral-
ity are derived from the sensational style of
literature. It is a mistake for him to suppose
that the Ottoman system of conjugal relations
is general, and that it prevails throughout the
Union.

No, M. Blacque, we have not yet established
harems, and as our principles are decidedly in
favor of & single spouse, we entertain a hope
that Turkey is also about to abandon poly-
gamy. We are also rather inclined to doubt
the “‘democratic institutions’ of the Sublime
Porte.

The President's reply, written by Mr.
Beward, is rather too cordial for an address to
the oppressor of the Cretan Christians. At
the smme time it contains geveral significant
passages. He justly remarks that “‘we
thought it unfortunate for the Turkish Gov-
ernment, rather than for ourselves, that it
delayed po long to reciprocate our mission,"

And near the eonclusion of the address he
gently hints to the Envoy that our sympathy
is with Crete. He says:—

#1t {8 not unknown In Turkey or elsewhers
that the people of the Unlied States freely loend
their urmqnthlu and moral support 1o the canse
of politienl reformation thronghout the world,
Cougress and the Execullve, and sall depart-
ments of onr Government, indeed, are in har-
mony on this subject.”

Taking & all together, we think there is a
good deal of the comic in this interview. A
representative of a despotism professes to
represent a democracy, while our republic
smiles and weloomes him, while at the same
time our most heartfelt wishes tend to ses the
power ho represents humbled and ornshed by
its rebel subjecta. Trualy, in diplomatic oir-
cles words do not convey ideas.
